CAPONE HANDED 
ANOTHER BLOW 
IN TAX ACTION 


Judge Riles. Disputed 
Evidence May Be 
Read to Jury 


FEDERAL BUILDING, CHICAGO 
—(INS)—Al Capone sustained ano- 
ther crushing blow in court today 
at his trial for income tax violation 
when Federal Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson ruled that.“Government ex- 
hibit. number two,” known as the 
“Mattingly letter,” could be read to 
the jury. 

Immediately after the  iudge 
made this ruling, Attorney Samuel 
G. Clawson read the communica- 
tion to the jurors. 

The letter, which amounts vir- 
tually to Capore’s confession of 
guilt, is said to be the crux of the 
government's case upon which they 
hope to send the gang chiefton to 
prison for a long term—possibly 
thirty-two years. 

In the letter Capone admits he 
has failed to file income tax returns 
and is indebted to the government 
on an income of $266,000. 

The letter, written by Lawrence 
P. Mattingly, an income tax ex- 
pert of Washington, D. C., on Sept. 
20, 1930, to C. W. Herrick, "Chief in- 
ternal revenue agent in Chicago, 
gave an estimate of Capone’s wealth 
and stated that Capone was desir- 
ous of settling his debt with the 

government on the basis-of this es- 
timate.’ Mattingly had bee given 
power of attorney by Capone.

Radio Board Offers 


Excuse That Iowa 
Is Over-Quotaed 


WASHINGTON — (Special) — 

Norman Baker, Muscatine, will have 
to move his Muscatine broadcast- 
ing station, KTNT, out of Iowa be- 
fore the federal radio commission 
will consent to letting it go on the 
air. Duke M. Patrick, assistant gen- 
eral counsel for the radio body, 
said here today. 
He will have to take KTNT to 
an under-quotaed state, according 
to Patrick. The nearest states to 
Iowa that do not have their radio 
power quota filled by stations with- 
in the state are Kansas, Indiana, 
and Wyoming. 

While admitting that the radio 
commission might permit Baker to 
transfer his Muscatine station to 
someone else in view of the fact 
that a precedent was set when the 
commission allowed Dr. John R. 
Brinkley, Milford, Kan. “goat 
gland specialist,” to transfer his li- 
cense after it was revoked, Patrick 
made it clear that the transfer 
would have to be made to some par- 
ty that would remove the control of 
station KTNT from Baker’s hands.

By the applicants coming early this 
department can be handled without 
any expense to the county: He has 
also urged that autombile owners 
bring their registration cards with 
them when applying for licenses as 
information on these cards is im- 
perative in making out applications. 
While the law requireing licenses 
does not go into effect until Jan- 
uary ist, 1931, it is hoped that driv- 
e-3 will not wait until the last few 
weeks to apply since the applica- 
tions must first be sent to 
Moines and the license then made 
out and mailed to the applicants. 
Those who do not have licenses on 
the first day of the year will not 
be permitted to operate vehicles. 
Persons in whose name the car is 
registered are not required to pay 
any fee, but a fee of twenty-five 
cents is charged non-owners for the 
license. The one license entitles 
the owner to drive any car whether 
it belongs to him or someone else. 
Every applicant must appear in 
person before the sheriff or deputy 
in the county in which the appli- 
cant resides. Drivers between the 
ages of fifteen and eighteen years 
must have their application signed 
by the parents or guardian. School 
children fourteen to fifteen years 
of age may secure drivers license 
when application is accompanied by 
written statement confirming their 
age. This application must also be 
signed before the sheriff or deputy 
by both the applicant and his par- 
ents or guardian, but may be used 
to drive to and from school only.

and in spite of the fact that many 
States have laws making the use of 
vaccines and serums compulsory. 

It has -been due to this com- 
pulsory medication that the public 
has become aroused, because in 
many communities it is a matter of 
vital concern to the individual, not 
only because of himself, but prin- 
cipal because of his children. As 
strange as it may seem in this en- 
lightened day and age, many in- 
stances are on record of parents be- 
ing’ imprisoned—arrested and put 
in jail—confined with criminals and 
treated like criminals—simply be- 
cause they refused to have their 
children’s blood polluted with vac- 
cine virus. Take for instance, in 
Milford, New Hampshire—a Mr. Al- 
bert Peacock refused to permit his 
son to be vaccinated, which is the 
penalty in that State for a child to 
receive an education. Since the 
child could not be admitted to 
school because he was not vaccinat- 
ed, the father was arrested on the 
technical charge of contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor. Think 

- of it! Contributing to the delin- 
quency of a child because he knew 
the dangérs of vaccination and 
wanted to protect the health of his 
only son! This parent spent six 
months in the county jail—then due 
to aroused public sentiment he was 
pardoned by the Governor. Pardon- 
ed! What crime had he committed? 
He had the welfare of his child at 
heart — was intelligent enough to 
realize that vaccination is a dan- 
gerous delusion. ‘There are many 
Such cases on - ny otn-~ 
ers where the parents have conced- 
ed to the requests of health board 
officials or school authorities and in 
order ‘to’ avoid arrest and threaten- 
ed imprisonment have permitted 
their children’to be vaccinated, or 
inoculated with . toxin-antitoxin, 
and as a result their children are 
dead today. There are many more 
of such cases'on record than the 
4 ges public would believe possi- 

e. 

In view of such conditions is it 
any wonder that people are taking 
an interest in health matters and 
becoming informed on matters of 
such vital importance to them? 
There are also thousands of indi- 
viduals who have been so unfor- 
tunate as to become victims of oth- 
er mistakes, or suffer from unnec- 
essary medication cr surgical oper- 


is not considered a quack, regard- 
less of whether there is any benefit 
to the patient, or whether his 
health is impaired, or even if the 
victim dies, the doctor is secure as 
far as his standing is concerned and 
he is protected by all members of 
his profession. On the other hand, 
if a drugless practitioner really 
cures :people, but his methods are 
different from those of orthodox, 
licensed physicians, that medical 
man, no matter how competent, is 
branded as a “quack.” Often he is 
prosecuted and persecuted. And 
orthodox medicine is becoming more 
intolerant constantly as its power 
increases largely due to the false 
propaganda which supports the an- 
tiquated methods and proved fal- 
lacy of some of its teachings. The 
worst by far of orthodox practices, 
and one which is promoted con- 
stantly by every possible means, ‘is 
vaccination or inoculation with vac- 
cine virus. 

In writing on vaccination George 
Bernard Shaw said: “I was vaccin- 
ated in infancy and had ‘good 
marks’ of it. In the great epidemic 
of 1881 I caught smallpox. During 
the last considerable epidemic at the 
turn of the century, I was a mem- 
ber of the health committee and I 
learned how the credit of vaccina- 
tion is kept up statistically by di- 
agnosing all the re-vaccinated cases 
as pustular eczema, varioloid, or 
whatnot except smallpox. 

“I discovered a suppressed report 
of the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
on a set of re-vaccinations ~which 


died the literature and statistics of 
the subject. I even induced a cele- 
brated bacteriologist to read Jen- 
ner (Edward Jenner, the English 
doctor who first employed vaccina- 
tion as a preventive of smallpox), 
and I have no doubt whatever that 
general infantile vaccination is an 
unscientific abomination and should 
be made a criminal practice.”

further concessions to the allied 
Powers on debts until they took 
conerete action in cutting repara- 
tions and armanents. 

At the time the president pro- 
posed his one year moratorium on 
reparations and war. debts, Borah 
agreed in order to give Europe time 
to reflect on its action. He now de- 
mands that Europe “get going” to- 


* ~ | ward. disarmament. 


- Until the allied powers. disarm 
and revise reparations, Borah holds, 
there can be no hope in Europe for 
peace or economic stability. Under 
present: conditions of mounting 
armmaments and crushing repara- 
tion claims, he declares, only war 
and chaos can result... There is not 
enough money in the United States 
treasury, Borah asserts, to save 
Europe under present  circum- 
stances. 

It is Senator Borah’s position 
that it is not American war debts 
that are destroying Europe. These 
obligations, he holds, amount only 
to eleven billion dollars spread 
among half a dozen nations. It-is 
the ime~ ingly crushing and sin- 
ister burden of armaments and re- 
parations, he asserts, that is push- 
ing’Europe to the abyss. 

The American people will never 
consent to modification of the war 
debt agreements until Europe takes 
steps to slash reparations and re- 
duce armaments, in Borah’s opin- 
ion. Europe must act, and until it 
does the people of this country will 
demand their due, Borah holds. 

For the United States to give up 
its war debts, already materially re- 
duced, without the European pow- 
ers cutting German reparations 
and reducing armaments would 
only continue the present danger- 
ous state of affairs, Borah main- 
tains. The relief afforded would 
only be temporary, he declares, and 
would provide additional resources 
for increased armies and navies.
